Trooble With Farmers Not Land. 

Judson C. Welliver. WashinRton cor- 
respondent of Farm and B'ireside writes 
in the current issue of that ueriodical 
an interesting account ^f the United 
States Bareao of Soils, tie aays in 
{!art I 

; "Dr. Milton Whitney, chief of the 
soib bureau, insists that fproper culi- 
vatioB «nd rotation will make run- 
down soils prodoee again as well as 
ever. *The trooble is not with the 
land, but with the people farming it, 
and their methods, 'stoutU declares Dr. 
Whitney. 

"The Bureau of Soils is trving to 
find out all about the charij^es in soils 
that are wrought as a result of culti- 
vation. It declares that the mineral 
and metal basis changes very, very 
little. The products of vepetahle and 
animal growth, on the other hand, 
change greatly and modify soil quali- 
ties very much. One will be useful and 
benevolent, another vieloaa and harm- 
ful. 

"A certain soil, once producing ex- 
cellent crops of wheat, had become 
'exhausted'. Cow peas ground very 
fine were applied to it and it was found 
that they had restored the soil ; it pro- 
duced a good crop, and did the thing 
three times in succession; then the soil 
lapsed back into its first condition of 
non-productivity. 

I "Why did the cow peas have that 
effect? The Boreaa took like prouor- 
tions of potash, phosphoric acid and 
I nitrates— the plant-food element of 
{ cow peasr— and put them into the soil ; 
j and it didn't produce the effect of re- 
j storing its fertility. The point seemed 
[ to be that these various elements, 
j mixed together and applied to the 
I ground, didn't h?ve the genuine cow 
j pea effect. 

j "Dr. Whitney in a recent address 
jgave this explanation of the operations 
I within the soil of various agents in- 
! troduced through rotation of crops. He 
seems to have a consideraple backing i 
of|authority and expe rience in favor of 
his theory that fertilization is, at 
least, much les« necessary, if scientific 
rotation is followed. His bureau's 
problem is to develop the correct scien- 1

Old Trick of Setting Red Lights on a 
Clear Track — Facts Presented So 
Raihroad Men May Judga. 

The Republican national committee 

la distributing circulars among railroad 
men predicting a panic and hard times 
in the event of Democratic victory. 
Among their statements intended to 
mlalead railroad men la this: 

RAILROAD MEN. 
STOP! LOOK!. LISTEN! 
LEST YOU FORGET 
$Ti,3;;s,S70. 
Biff sum of money, isn't it? 
Nevertlicless it's exactly that much 
more paid to the railroad employees 
of tho United States under the admin- 
istration of President Taft in 1910 than 
was paid in 1907, the year before Mr. 
Taft became president 

This is a sample of tho old time He- 
publican habit of claiming credit for 
all natoral progreaa-credit eren for 
good crops. 

It Is tme tbat In 1910 the wagea of 
railroad employees amounted to aome 
$71,000,000 more than in 1907. 

But tbat rcpreaented three years* 
progress. 

In 1006 the amount paid to railroad 
employees was $900,801,653. In 1907 
It was $1,072,380,427. This was an In- 
crease of ^171.584.774 in a single yetir 
precedincT iho Taft administration, 
amonntim: to more than double tho in- 
crease during three years of tbe Tuft 
administration. 

Isn't it obvious that they are pre- 
snniiii?: you -won't have Wie statistics 
at hand to inform your.self and that 
therefore they will fool you into be- 
lieving tbat the Taft administration 
made railroad men's prosperity? 

Then stop, look, listen again! 

In four years preceding Taft's ad- 
ministration 1,193 miles of railroad 
were sold under foreclosure. Tho 
Stocks and bonds of these roads 
amounted to f47,081,000. 

Under tbreo years of the Taft ad- 
ministration 5.11.'j miles were foreclos- 
ed, Involvinf? $384,434,502. 

The Tariff Humbug Again. 
A still more palpable presumption by 

Republicans that railroad men are 
fools is the followinj^ statement in 
their circular: 

The total number of railway em- 
ployees in iSOo was 785,034. 

Tlie total runiber of railway em- 
ployees in VA\ was 1,iVjL<,S09. 

Under Republican administration the 
number of railway employees has in- 
creased from 785,034— during a Demo- 
cratic administration— to 1.00.8001 an In- 
crease of MiTn, nearly 1,000,000 men. ' • 
Do you want a Democratio prssldctit 
and return to conditions and number 
of employees oC 18KT 
The Taft people take 1806 because 
the last Democratic low tariff bill, 
known as the Wilson bill, went into 
force in 1S04, and they would like to 
have railroad men believe tbat a Dem- 
ocratlc tariff ravisimi made the hard 
ttmea. 

What the Facta Prove. 

Now, what are the facta? 

The "hard times' began back in 
1890, right after the Republican high 
tariff, known aa the McKinley tariff, 
went into effect Ckrorer Clereland. 
the last Democratic president, -^as 
elected in 1S92. The panic came on in 
1893, not as a result of Cleveland's 
election, but as a result ot conditions 
that had been growing steadily worse 
under Republican rule. Tlie panic was 
over before tbe Democratie tariff bill 
was passed in 1804. and aft«r that 
prosperity began to return. 

Now let us make a fair eenqparlaon 
of these railroad figurea. 

In 1808, under the SepuhUcan lilgh 
tariff, and with the panic on, there 
were 873.G02 railroad men employed, 
or 515 per 100 miles. 

In 1894, part high tariff and part low 
tariff, the number fell to 779,008, or 
444 for 100 inllea-decieaae 71 per 100 
miles. 

From tills year on. so long as the 
Democratic administration was in pow- 
er, conditions improved steadily. 

In 1805 the total number of railroad 
men at work was increased to 7KS,034. 

In 180G it was 820,020. 

In 1807 McKinley came into the pres- 
idency, and the Republicans set about 
to "redeem the country" with hi;:h 
tariff. AND IN 1897 THE TOTAL 
NUMBER OF RAILROAD EMPLOY- 
EES PELL OFF TO 823,476. 

Republican Panic of 1907. 

Then in the fall of 1907 there was 
another panic under the Rooeevelt ad- 
minlstmtion and under a Republican 
high tariff. Were the railroad men 
protected from loss of jobs? Scarce- 
ly! The next year, 1908, the number 
of railroad employees fell off by 
235,709, a decrease of 112 per 100 
miles against 71 per 100 miles in 1894, 
the year when the results of the panic 
of 1893 were felt most severely. 

So what is the use of trying to make 
fools of railroad men or of any other 
Americans by distorting figures? The 
truth is that these fluctnatlona were 
not doe to high tariff or low tariff.

Roosevelt Delegate For Taft. 

[Letter of Wm. Heyburn, President Belknap Hard- 
ware ft ManTg. Co., and Roosevelt Delegate from Lou- 
isville to tiie Republican National Convention.] 

"Louisville, Ky., October 25, 1912, 
"Mr. Chas. L. Scholl, Louisville, Ky. 

"My Dear Sir: 

"Referring to your question as to what 
candidate I have decided to votejfor for President, at the 
November election, I would say that I am going to vote 
for Messrs. Taft and Sherman, whom I regiurd as the reg- 
ular nominees of the Republican party. 

"I attended the Chicago Convention as a Roosevelt 
delegate, but from my observation and experience there, 
I considered it was fortunate for the country and for the 
Republican party as well, that Mr. Roosevelt was not nom- 
inated. I became convinced that Mr. Roosevelt^s candi- 
dacy was the result of personal ambition and not for the 
purpose of furthering any particular policies or principles. 
I believe that with Mr. Roosevelt's co-operation it was 
possible for the Progressive element of the Republican 
Party to have nominated Governor Hadley or Senator 



Cummins, to have made any change iu the platform that 
might have been desirable, to have revised tha rules so as 
to eliminate the authority of the National Committee, 
whereever such authority as they had might be abused, 
and more important than all, to preserve tJ^e integrity and 
usefulness of the Republican Party. 

"Mr. Roosevelt's followers, by reason of their pas- 
sionately stormy methods, used where no principles could 
possiby be involved with the same vehemence as where 
principles might be involved, destroyed my confidence in 
their level-headedness and good judgment I was well 
prepared by what I saw at Chicago, for the lack of the 
sense of proportion that led to the action of the Roosevelt 
supporters in undertaking to establish the Frogxeasive 
FSurty.

If the change made by such a special 
session is not such as to bring the American consumer in- 
to competition with the foreign producer, I can see no 
logic in changing the tariff, hence the prognan of the 
Democratic Party becomes a futile one. 

''No one .who is thoughtful can doubt that ifjthe Dem- 
ocratic Party is elected to power by a harge majority, as 
some claim it will be, it will be a very radical free trade, 
or Tanff for revenue only' party. No honeyed pre-elec- 
tion phrases of Mr. Wilson, delivered hi Kttabu i rg to 
placate the voters in the district, where protection senti- 
ment IS supposed to be extensive, will change this fact 
Those who vote for Mr. Wilson should do it with the full 
knowledge of what it means, and should not vote for him 
iqiless they believe in the tariff for revenue only, which is 
the real meaning of the Democratic platform and the real 
intention of the Democratic Party. Those who believe in 
a protective tariff policy and expect to make their vote ef- 
fective, should, m my opinion, stay with the Republican 
Party, whether in their opinion it is managed in eveiy 
detail to suit them inrnot •

Ballet in Sraia and SUll Uvea. 

Witfaabanek ki Up brain Haenr 
Story, a lioara, omployad with .aain- 
atmetion eonp, to alive at the St. Jo- 
seph Hopital. in Lexioston, and there 
aie chencet for oil recovery, aeeording 
to the statement of hie phyolciaB, Di. 
D. B. Anderson, of this city. 

Sinry sustained the injury Satarday 
nieht in a brawl between several ne- 
groes at the construction camp of 
Hough & Spradling. on the farm of 
Dr. D. B. Anderson, on the Clinton- 
ville pike. A negro who is unknown 
to the police inflicted th« wound, and it 
is said that it was done in self-defense. 

The negro who is charged with the 
shooting made his escape. 

Saturday nicrht the unknown negro, 
Who is employed Jby the construction 
tiim of D. B. Lacv & S"n, in this citv, 
went to the construction camp of 
Hough & Spradling in company with 
several other negroes. Both Story 
and the nergo accused of the shooting 
bore the reoutation of being bad men, 
and in a dispute over some trivial mat- 
ter they beagn shooting. 

Story, it is alleged, blew the lamp 
out in the shack where the men were 
gathered and began shooting, empty- 
ing his revolver in tlie direction ol the 
unknowu negro. None of the aliota 
tooic effect The woald-tM victim of 
Storf'i revolver retamed the fire, 
emptying two chambers of his revol- 
ver. One shot toolc effect over Story's 
left eye. scattering his brains over his 
clothing and the room. 

Immediately after the shooting Dr. 
D. B. Anderson was summoned and 
ditssed the wound, but was unable to 
locate the bullet. Sunday morning 
Storv requested to be taken to a hos- 
pital, and he was removed to the St. 
Joseph's Hospital, in Lexington. 

Although according to the statp- 
ments of eye witnesses the shooting 
was a clear case of self-defense, the 
negro who inflicted the injuries escaped 
and has not been apprehended. It is 
the opinion of the police that he will 
surrender. While the condition uf 
Story is serious, h is the opinion that 
unless complications arise, and in spite 
of the fact that the ballet is imbedded 
in his head, be may recover.

Mrs. Jane Y. Rutherford, widow of 
the late Dr. £. H. aotherfiwd. for 
many yearepister of tba Paris Prashv- 
teriaa eboidi, bee aotlied tbe tmsteea 
of tbe Paris Hospital ot tbe gift pf 
$1,000 to be placed at their dtoppeal for 
a ipecifie purpose end to be used as a 
memorial to her huahand. whose lite 
in this community was truly a bene- 
diction. 

The notice of the gift from Mrs. 
Rutherford was'received by Mrs. W. 
E. Simms. a member of the board of 
trustees of the hospital and the money 
will be used as prescribed by* Mrs. 
Rutherford. 

The new hosDital which is in the 
process of|construction under: the su- 
pervision^ of the trustees is procrress- 
ing rapidly and with a view of giving 
a little^wider scope to their efforts and 
to increase the building fund tbe 
trustees have made a personal appeal 
tor funds to provide such necessary 
features as would be impossiDle to 
furnish otherwise. 

The bequest of Mrs. W. W. Maasie 
was somewhat in excess of tbe estate 
after deducting the fifteen per cent or 
more for tazet and indndins the ave 
per coat inheritance tax, fees acd 
eoortclaiflM. Tbe trostees f have nr.t 
exceeded tbe eigbtv-five per cent . n 
letting contracts and their policy is 
not to encamber the hospital with a 
debt. 

The amount necessarv is small com- 
pared to the vaiue of the solendid 
pie:e of property which the city will 
be in possession of, and which has cost 
neither'the city or county a cent. 

The architect. Mr. R. L. Rowe, 
whose services have been of incalcu- 
lable valupjjto the trustees, has assured 
them the building as planned for hos- 
Dital purposes, could not be duplicated 
for leas than forty thoosaad dollars.

New Tracks for L. 4 N. Yards. 

That the yaids of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad in South Paris may 
be provided with additional track room 
and with the view of completing the 
grade in the local yards to conform 
wUh the proposed grade between Par- 
is and Winchester a contract ba« been 
awarded by tbe company to Lacy ft 
Son, of Cincinnati, and tbe contractors 
have commenced to grade for new 
tracks, besides lowering tbe tracks in 
tbe Sooth yards. 

The Louisville and Nashville recent- 
ly purchased a strip of ground from 
W. K. Gritfith, lying adjacent to the 
tracks in South Paris, The tract of 
ground is two hundred feet wide and 
several hundred feet long. The con- 
tractors have a large lurce of men at 
work lowerint; the tracks to grade with 
the Claysville crossing in this city, 
which will necessitate a cut of four 
feet at a point where the Winchester 
branch leaves the main yards. The 
earth will be used to till in the Gritfith 
prcuerty which will then provide room 
for six or mere new tracks. 

The addition of the Griffith property 
will enable the railroad company to 
straighten its tracks at this point and 
provide room for a larire number of 
freight trains, which will be necessary 
when the immense increase in the vol- 
ume of freight handled at this point 
comes this winter. 

The channel of the brook whch par- 
allels the tracks ot the company along 
the right of way in tlie South Yards 
will be moved to tlie east about one 
hundred and fifty feet and {tracks eon- 
stracted over tbe brook that rana 
tbroagb the main yards. 

It would lie hard to estimate the 
amount of money the Loaievilfe and 
Nashville has spent in Paris in the 
past two years, and from the present 
activities in the improvement of its 
property in this city leaves the impres- 
sion that the work is only begun. Be- 
ing the divisional center with branches 
leading to Maysville, Lexington, Cin- 
cinnati and the South and a distributing 
point, the necessity of increased yards 
is daily mora apparent 



Plan to Start Co-Operative Store 

If the plans of the promoters mater- 
ialize Paris in the near future will 
have a co-operative grocery store that 
will be owned and operated*hy tbe em- 
ployes of the Loaisvillo and Nashville 
railroad. 

A sabscriptkm paper baa been circu- 
lated among the employee of the road 
in this city and it ia aaid that $7,000 of 
the proposed HOlOOO capital stoek of 

the concern has oeea subscribed. 

It is the plan of the company to 
erect and own its own store building 
which will be located on South Main 
street on a site somewhere between 
Thirteenth and Sixteenth streets and 
to have everything ready for busintss 
by spring. 

This is the first effort on the part 
of the larga number of railroad em- 
pioye? in this citv toward a plan of 
this nature arrJ it is meeting with the 
hearty support and endorsement of all 
those who hava sabseribed to the prop- 
osition.
